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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

. species A: A liquid crystal display (LCD) device in which the second domain 
regulating means includes protrusions or slits, the protrusions of the first domain 
regulating means and the protrusions or slits of said second domain regulating 
means are offset by a half of said predetermined pitch (claim 190). 
. species B: An LCD device in which the second domain regulating means 
includes protrusions or slits, the protrusions of the first domain regulating means 
and the protrusions or slits of the second domain regulating means are offset from 
a state in which the protrusions or slits face, and the offset is smaller than the 
predetermined pitch (claim 191). 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 150 and 188 are generic. 

2. This application further contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species of the claimed invention: 

. species C: An LCD device in which the protrusions on the color filter (CF) 
substrate are formed by photo lithography with a mask corresponding to piled 
portions of at least two CFs (claims 224 and 227). 

. species D: An LCD device in which the protrusions on the CF substrate are 
formed by piling at least one color filter material (claim 226). 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 150, 222 and 225 are generic. 

Any claims not listed in the above groups will be examined in conjunction with 
the elected species of each group.
